ſhall ſuffer — ſo far to be Iaveigled, as not to Exert their moſt Strenoons 
Endeavours towards flinging away thoſe Rods that have but the other day ſo ſevere- 
ly Laſher them; Ard which (if continued) they may juſtly apprehend, will here 
alter prove Scorpions both to themſelves and rheir Poſterity. | 
But ſince there are Eyes ſo weak as cannot without the Aid of SPECTACLES 
read the moſt perſpicuous PRESENT Trav, much leſs penetrate into Futerities, 
eſpecially when ſo many MISTS are rin by a grand Party of /«f- 
interefted People to BECLOUD and miſlead them; I thought it might not be 
wnſcaſonable to add a few NOTES; which, perhapps, may ſomewhat conduce to 
the better underſtandiug of the whole matter. 


I. It cannot be denied but theſe coercive Statutes about RELIGION, are formi- 
dable for their very Belt, no leis than THREE or FOUR and TVVENTY 
in Number, each confiſting of variety of Clasſes and Pengities. Now "tis a Rul'd 
Caſe ; In prſſimd Republica plarime s ; That an Over-grown Malticnde of Laws js 
a Symptome of 4 great Depravation manners; That Body Politrick bei bur in a 
Craſie Condition, which has need of ſuch frequent Phyſic. Nor can a Charch much 
recommend it ſelf, by urging.the Need it has of f#ch Supporters. 

But, as after ſome Speculative Wits had Diſ-erray'd the Simplicity of the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion with nice Diſtinit;ons, and ſubtile Definitions, and artificial Syſtems of their own 
contrivance, it was ſaid by way of Complaint, or Say Ingenicſs res eft, Chri- 
flianum efſe, "Tis a buſiniſs of Wit to be a Chriftian, SoaMadchad NO W nced be a 
good Langer before he can be a good Siet ; Atleaſt, before he can walk ſafely, with- 
out beirg caught by ſome of theſe many Temter- Hooks ſtuck up in his way ; For whillt 
he Innocently intends nothing, but Truly and Heartily to ſerve his God and his Nun. 
he may unawares, by ſome of theſe Statutes, be transſorm'd into a Traitor, or a 
editions Villain, and forteit his Life or ERate, without having done an thing bur 
what every Honeſt Chia holds himſelf Obliged unto, on ſuch like occaſions.

Conſequently, that theſe Laws being in them- 
felves Unrighteous, tis the Dee as well as Intereff of every Chriſtian-man to en- 
deavour their Repeal. And fo much the Rather, becauſe many of them are nar 
only Unzuſt, but Impioss too; profaning the Holy Sacrament, by expoſing it to Se- 
cular Ends and Deſigns. 


V. Theſe Laws are impraiticeble ; both in reſpett of the KING, and of his 
People : Our Prince happens to be a Romen Catholic, He cannot exerciſe his Reli- 
gion without ſome Pric# to Officiate, and yet theſe Laws make it Treaſon for any 
luch Prieſt to be in Eg. Again, no man muſt ſerve Him in any Capacity, 
bur ſuch as are not only of a different Religion, but who muſt alſo firſt — 
Charge and Declare H, to be Guilty of Idolatry ; Can Subjects of any Common 
Modeſty expect or defire fuch an unmannerly Teft to be continued ? On the other 
fide, if we regard the People, the Strift Execution of theſe Laws but for one year, 
would certainly Ruin the Nation: Twenty pounds per Month, for not coming to 
Church, is 240 l. per Annan, for every Diſſenter to pay, beſides all other Penalties 
upon — pretended Riots, Excommunications, r. And if we conſider 
the Multi of ſuch Drſſearers of all forts, and that they make up the mot 
Trading part of the Nation, we may eaſily gueſs at the Conſequences, from

By iaſiſting on ſuch Methods, we do by our ew» Practice, in effeft, approve of 
the Ground of thoſe Rigots for which we have ſo loudly blamed chers: But by 
an utter Renuaciation of the Perfecuting Principle, in all its Branches, we do in 
lome reſpect Diſarm P, or others, from making uſe of the ſame VVeapons 
againſt our ſelves ; At leaſt, we ſhall ſuffer both the more honeſtly and chear- 
fully, when they cannot juſtly Charge or Upbraid us with having purſued the 
ſame ill Mealures. Let us not Ratter our ſelves with hopes of Neri, and Pre- 
ſervation from Expedients that we cannot with a good Conſcience juſtify : Fiat 
Justitia, ruat Mundws ; Let us contribute our ſhare to do Equal Right to all our 
Fellow Subjects, without dreading any ſuppoſed ill Conſequences that may fol- 
low, but having faithfully diſcharged our own Duty, fducially truſt Divine 
Providence to Govern the World. 

For if it be Impoſed upon men to worſhip God after ſuch a manner, or with 
ſuch Ceremonies, or to make ſuch or ſuch Declarations of their Opinions, which 
they pretend at leaſt to ſcruple in their Conſciences, leaft they ſhould thereby 
oftend God; whether their Conſcience be ſo or. not, is only known to His 
Ommniſcience ; If they diſſemble, He will puniſh their Hypocriſy ; If really it be a- 
gainſt their Conſciences, where there is #o $i# in the Nonconſormity, they nei- 
ther ought ro 40, nor be Pauniſbt for Net doing it , The matter ing meer ly 
Syiritaal, the Searcher of Hearts can only determine and judge thereof, and not 
Man. For to belicve ſo, or not fo, is not in the Magiſtrates power to Exjois, 
therefore not to Pexiſh. VVe are to leave it to God to perform his own 
works, who is the moſt skilſul Operator, and his ways ſt finding out 
bringing his own Purpoſes to effect by ſuch means 2s be pleaſerh him, and 
often above our comprehenſion. He hath no need of a» Helper, nor is an 
Eſſence capable of Aſſiſting him; The Preſervation and Reftauratios of the 
Church, is a work of Divine Power, as well as the Edification» of it. And thoſe 
that Impoſe on Conſciences, and would pretend to help God by that irregular 
way, to fave Souls, or preſerve themſelves, preſume too much on their own 
Conceits, and have too little vencration of his Word and Omnipotency, 


VIII. Iwill not alledge, That the Impoſing of theſe T EST S, deprives ma- 
ny of their juſt Rights, as particularly the PEERS, who being born Heredi- 
tary Members of. 1 0 N Council, cannot, I conceive, Forfeit that Title, 
but by ſome offcace which alſo Forſeits 'both their Honour and their Lives.
